The Incident is regarded with par- 
ticular gravity here In view of its 
added political implications.

London ‘Times’: Egypt army 
only looks match for Israel’s 


LONDON (INA), -- In its series on 
the world’s armies, “The Times” 
writes, “Man for man, tank for tank 
and plane for plane, Egypt looks a 
match for her Israeli foe. The re- 
construction of her armed forces since 
the 1967 debacle ‘certainly created a 
more technically superior force than 
that which existed on the eve of 
the June war. 

“However impressive this may ap- 
pear, it ignores many military reall- 
ties which militate against Egypt 
attempting to regain by force that 
which was taken by force. Undoub-. 
tedly the most-important is that [s- 
rael still has overwhelming superi- 
ority in the air. The problem as 
explained by Nasser last year that 
It was not a question of planes but 
pilots to fly them still remains valid. 


“If Sadat and his commanders 
contemplate opening hostilitles they 
would do so with no illusions about 
Arab friends. They could rely on 
using only Libya and Sudan as rear - 
bases for their. alr force. Further 
west, in the Arab Maghreb, they 
could rely on words alone. From 
Syria she might expect forward air 
bases to strike into the heart of 


Israel, but on the ground the Syrian . 


armed forces have been so often dis- 
rupted by internal political strug- 
giles to be unable to offer anything 
in the way of professionalism. 

“Jordan has proved the role of the 
Arab army as an efficient internal 
security force; Iraq has pulled out 
of the fray altogether. The rest may 
once again be expected to prove 
their invincibility in waging a tran- 
sistor war.”

— More than 
100 people have died tn a wave of 
political murders throughout the 
Philippines where a bitter election 
campaign is reaching its cHmax. 

About 11 million Filipinos vote 
today for eight national senators, 66 
provincial governors, 1478 mayors 

and thousands of local body repre- 
sentatives. 

Tn a country where politics and 
violence seem often to go hand in 
hand, police have listed 112 polti- 
cally motivated killings throughout 
the country between July 9 this year 
and Friday. 

Seven more killings have since 
been reported including a mayoral 
candidate of the nationally ruling 
Nacionalista Party, Mr. Alexis San- 
tes. The 28-year-old politician was 
the youngest son of a former Na- 
tional Defence Secretary (minister). 

These figures do not include hund~ 
reds more deaths ia the predominan- 
tly Roman Catholic southern provin- 
ces of Cotabato and Lanao where 
Moslem and Christian extremists 
have engaged in sporadic gunfights 
over the past few months. 

In the Cotabrto del Norte pro- 
vince alone, police report 678 per- 
sons killed — 305 Moslems and 273 
Christians — in the first 10 months 
of this year, as well as 492 houses 
burned down.

State’s worst storm 
in hundred years

NEW DELHI 1ANS), -- Man's neg-

Cyclones are almost a way of 
Ufe for most of the Indian territ- 
ory that dips into Lhe Bay of Ben- 
gal. In the last 70 years there have 
been 184 severe cyclones and 272 
lesser ones, About four to five cyc- 
lones form in the Bay of Bengal and 
the Arablan Sea euch year durlog 
the pre-monscon months of April and 
May and from October to December. 

Orissa has been hit frequently 
over the past century. Up to last 
week-end its most destructive cyc- 
lones were In 1885 and in 1967. The 
Bay of Bengal cyclones, which ori- 
gimate in the South Andaman Sea, 
move towards the east coast of 
India with winds that strike from 
100 to 150 kilometres per hour. 
As they move towards land they 
churn the sea into tidal waves that 
swallow up the coastal areas, 

The East Bengal cyclone and ti- 
dal wave of 1970 was one of these, 
resulting in the death of between 
500,000 and one milion persons,

the Indian Government appointed 
a@ committee to study protective mea- 
sures against these yearly disasters 
on the east coast. The Committee's 
report, completed in March this 
year, ig still only on paper — and 
the only one of all of its recom- 
mendations implemented was the 
distribution of 10,000 posters with the 
slogan “Beware Cyclone.” 

Prearranged shelters from the 
murderous winds had not been pre- 
pared, though the committee had 
suggested them. Except for the pos- 
ters the public had not been edu- 
cated to recognize a cyclone when 
it came. 

The peril is the treacherous calm 
that sets in when the “eye” of the 
cyclone follows its turbulent front. 
Two hours later comes its frenzied 
destructive tail. But — deceived by 
the unblinkiIng “eye” — by then 
people are out in the open again, 

‘Tamlog a cyclone is economically 
prohibitive for India. American ex- 
periments indicate a cyclone can be 
“seeded” — that fs, induced to drop 
its force, equal to the energy of a 
few hydrogen bombs exploding 
hourly, by bombarding it with silver 
lodide pellets, Each ‘bombardment

Early detection and shelter are 
therefore the only feasible protective 
measures that can be taken here, 
the officiel Indian committee said.

Vibhavadi, now a singer and a 
restaurant owner, described ber life 
in the official residence of the 
Prime Minister behind a military 
compound as something “like ἃ 
girls’ Loarding school. 

“J think he himself was not very 
keen on adding mew girls to his 
collection. It's those subordinates of 
his who wanted to please him and 
gain his favour that kept introduc- 
ing him to new giris.” 

She did not find the whole thing 
repulsive, was not mistreated, and 
‘was very happy. “He was a justman. 
If he gave one of us a present, 
the rest would also get something. 

House and car 

“For every one who stayed in the 
official residence there were at 
least four or five who lived out- 
side. They were, like myself, given 
a house and a car, plus a monthly 
allowance to live on thelr own” 
‘When Marshal Sarit died, Vibha- 
vad was given some money — in 
addition to the car and house — but 
she gave It all to her mother to pay 
family debts. 

She “remarried” a young man but 
is now divorced and runs her own 
business. 

Vibhavedi does not regret her past, 
although she says she feels like an 
old woman.

Israel spends 
more on R+D. 


Israel is one of the few nations 
in the West that sets aside more 
than two per cent of its Gross Na- 
tional Product for research. This 
wag revealed by the 1971/72 Gov- 
ernment Yearbook, due to be pub- 
Nshed z00n. 

The Yearbook states that very 
few nations in the West, apart from 
England and the U.S., appropriate 
more for research, 

According to a 1986/67 survey, 
Israel spent IL128m. on research. 
Of this, 63 per cent was spent on 
pure research, 29 per cent on ap- 
Plied research, and only eight per 
cent on technological development. 
,in 1969/70, however, pure re- 
search accounted for only 55 per 
cent of a total of IL175m., while 
applied research gained from 29 to 
32 per cent, and the amount spent 
on technological development gained 
five per cent to stand at 13 per 
cent of the total.

Belgian diamond 
theft suspect 
remanded again 


TRL AVIV. — Pierre Levenberg, 2 
Belgian citizen who Is suspected of 
stealing diamonds worth 3m. Bel- 
gian francs (some $60,000), was 
yesterday remanded for 10 days 
after the District Court here refus- 
ed to allow him bail. 

Levenberg had been remanded for 
15 days on October 25, after it was 
learned that he was sought by the 
Belgian police. Several days tater it 
was agreed that he be released on 
$5,000 bail, provided he hand over 
his passport, ὃ: 

On Friday, the District Attorney 
again requested Levertberg be re- 
manded, since it was allegedly learn- 
ed that he was planning to leave the 
country. 

The daughter of the alleged theft 
victim, Mrs. Lillian Frank, who flew 
here on behalf of her father, Phil- 
lipe Frank, testified in court on Fri- 
day that Levenberg had allegedly 
prepared himself forged documents 
in Europe to enable him to slip out 
of Israel if necessary. According to 
her sworn statement submitted in 
court, her father had handed over 
to Levenberg some 3m. francs worth 
of diamonds to sell for him. As soon 
as he received the diamonds, she 
said, Levenberg disappeared. Later 
he reportedly phoned his father from 
Germany' and told him the diamonds 
had been stolen from him. 

When Levenberg’s father and Phii- 
lipe Frank went to Germany to- 
gether to investigate the affair, they 
discovered that. Plerre had left for 
Israel.

Cement plant 
charged with 
air pollution 


HAIFA. — The Deputy District At- 


torney here has filed a charge 


against the Nesher Cement Fac- 
tory with the Magistrates’ Court, 
charging the plant with dout- 
ing the 1961 pollution laws. 

The plant has been charged with 
causing “untold pollution” over the 
past four years, and of ejecting 
gases, dust and fumes into the at- 
mosphere. Of the four stacks in 
use at the plant, only one has a 
smoke-absorbing filter; the rest 
beich out foul smoke which pollute 
the surrounding air, and endanger 
the health of people Living in and 
around Nesher, the charge says. 

The prosecution has produced 12 
witnesses, including professors, en- 
gineers and the Haifa District En- 
gineer, all of whom have been com- 
plaining about Nesher for the past 
few months. Health Department of- 
ficals will also testify. (itim)

Mr. Friedman said: “I am a victim 
of a witch hunt. I will not allow 
people to make political accounts on 
my back.” . 

Basing himself on the Ben-Ze'ev 
report, he described his deal of sell- 
ing Continental to Midbar as “hav- 
ing been made in good faith." The 
transaction was approved by the 
Ministerigl Economic Committee. He 


added: “Everything I did was done 
openly and with the full knowledge 
and approval of the Board of Direc- 
tors and my superiors.” 

Dr. David Niv, the geologist who 
originally brought the matter into 
the open, told ‘both Galei Zahal on 
Friday and the Weekly Newsreel 
yesterday, that be had done so de- 
cause of the influence of such things 
on society. “There were corrupt prac- 
tices of shocking dimexsions, espe- 
cially there was much  obribe- 
ry and theft. Most of the workmen 
dared not tell what they knew, be- 
cause they feared for their jobs.” 
Be also said that those who com- 
plained to Dr. Dinsteln were igno- 
red. 


‘Dr. ‘Niv added that the five per- 
sons who comprise the company's 
Board of Directors “took it upon 
themselves to approve things which 
were immoral, intolerable and will 
lead to the destruction of our kind 
of society.” He added: “One cannot 
- Scream about war profiteering and 
fight consplelous consumption, with- 
out setting an example and tac’ 
this ugly case firmly and effecti- 
vely.” 

_ The Deputy Finance Minister said 
on Friday night’s Galei Zahal inter- 
view: “ὍΠΗΙ this verg moment πὸ 
proof has been produced that some- 
one in ‘Netivel Neft took equipment, 
sold it and got rich from it. Should 
the charges of matpractice be pro- 
ven, the Board of Directors will be 
changed, but I do not think that 
situation will come about.” 


Dr. Dinstelt did not consider that 
Mr. Friedman received an exagge- 
rated price when he sold his own 
firm (Continental) to Midbar for 
$700,000. That firm's ent 
said it would heve cost much more 
if they had had to import the 
equipment, (Mr. Friedman is said 
to have bought the equipment for 
$300,000.) “Perhaps Mr. Friedman 
made 4 substantial profit, but I see 
nothing wrong in that," the Deputy 
Finance Minister declared, adding 
that “as far as I knew there was 
nothing unfair about the deal.”

“The complaints we re- 
ceived from Dr. Niv were passed on 
to the Minister of Justice after due 
consultation with the Minister of 
Finance, because the State Comptrol-

Dr. Dinstein declared that: “There 
are thefts everywhere, but that does 
aot amount to corruption.”
